Incident Summary:  On Sunday July 9, 2017 at approximately 7:20 p.m. the Columbus Division of 
Police received multiple calls and were requested to respond to the area of 2595 Grasmere Ave . The 
initial information indicated that two (2) persons were shot. A male victim later identified as Damon D. 
Waddell  was pronounced dead at 7:26 p.m. at scene by CFD Medic 13. The female was transported to 
Riverside Methodist Hospital in critical condition but later upgraded to stable condition. A third victim 
was able to flee from the vehicle and avoid being shot. It was determined that the location of the 
shooting was near 1047 Loretta Ave. At this time the  information gathered indicates that  the 
suspect(s) may have known the victims from prior meetings but the exact motive is unknown at this 
time. No suspect(s) in custody. This case remains under investigation. 
     The investigation led to the above charges being filed against both David Echols and James 
Echols III regarding this incident. They should be considered armed and dangerous. If spotted, call 
the police right away. The two felonious assault victims names are not being released for their own 
safety.  
     This is the 70th homicide of 2017.  
 
UPDATE: David J. Echols was arrested without incident by the Columbus Police SWAT Team  on       
July 14th. Efforts are still underway to locate his brother James E. Echols III. He should be considered 
armed and dangerous. Call the police if spotted or you know his whereabouts. This investigation 
continues.
